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SUMMARY: THE FOUR-DAY LISBON ANTI-APARTHEID CONFERENCE, 

A WORLD PEACH COUNCIL EVENT, KICKED OFF JUNE 16. CONFERENCE 
ORGANIZERS CLAIM THE PLANNED ATTENDANCE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
FROM 40 NATIONS AND ORGANIZATIONS. THE PORTUGUESE 
GOVERNMENT, HOWEVER, AS WELL AS PRESIDENT EANES AND 
THE THREE MAJOR DEMOCRATIC PARTIES, ARE HOLDING THEIR 
DISTANCE. END SUMMARY. 

1 . ANTI-APARTHEID CONFERENCE: THE WORLD CONFERENCE 
AGAINST APARTHEID, RACISM, AND COLONIALISM IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA OPENED FOR BUSINESS AFTERNOON JUNE 16 IN LISBON. 
CONFERENCE WILL END JUNE 19. SPONSORSHIP HONORS GO TO A 
COMPLEX GROUPING OF COMMUNIST-LINING AND LEFTIST ORGANIZATIONS. 
INTERNATIONALLY, THE WORLD PEACE COUNCIL HAS PLAYED A 

MAJOR ORGANIZATIONAL ROLE. IN PORTUGAL, THE CONFERENCE 
HOSTS ARE AN AMALGAM OF ORGANIZATIONS WITH CLOSE TIES 
TO THE PORTUGUESE COMMUNIST PARTY (PCP), NOTABLY THE 
CGTP-INTERSINDICAL LABOR CONFEDERATION AND THE VARIOUS 
FRIENDSHIP ASSOCIATIONS WITH THE FORMER PORTUGUESE 
COLONIES. (REFTEL). 

2. ATTENDANCE: CONFERENCE ORGANIZERS CLAIM THAT 
REPRESENTATIVES OF FORTY NATIONS AND ORGANIZATIONS WILL 
BE IN ATTENDANCE. (AMONG THESE A 20-MAN U.S. DELGATIONS.) 

HIGH LEVEL REPRESENTATION IS EXPECTED FROM THOSE 
NATIONS - ANGOLA, BOTSWANA, CAPE VERDE, AND SAO TOME, AT 
LAST COUNT - WHOSE HEADS OF STATE HAVE ACCEPTED THE 
HONORIFIC POSITION OF CONFERENCE "PATRON." THE 
PARTICIPATION OF A HIGH-LEVEL UNITED NATIONS 
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DELEGATION, AS WELL AS OF SUCH NOTABLES AS GUNNAR 
MYRDAL AND HORTENSIA ALLENDE, HAS BEEN ANNOUNCED. AS 
YET, PRESENCE OF THESE DELEGATES HAS NOT BEEN 
CONFIRMED. 

3. COMMISSION: 

THE CONFERENCE'S WORK WILL BE MAINLY 

HANDLED IN FIVE COMMISSIONS WHOSE FUNCTIONS, AS 
DEFINED IN THE DRAFT PROGRAM OF THE LISBON APRIL 23- 
24 PREPARATORY MEETING, ARE AS FOLLOWS: QUOTE 
(A) POLITICAL COMMISSION: 

- HISTORY, CHARACTER AND ACUTAL SITUATION OF THE 
LIBERATION STRUGGLE. 

- THE NEW CORRELATION OF FORCES IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA AFTER THE HISTORIC VICTORIES OF THE PEOPLES 
OF MOZAMBIQUE AND ANGOLA. 

- COLLABORATION WITH THE RACIST AND COLONIALIST 
REGIMES IN VIOLATION OF UN RESOLUTIONS. 
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- THE DAILY LIFE OF THE PEOPLE UNDER THE APARTHEID, 
RACIST AND COLONIALIST REGIMES. 

(B) LEGAL COMMISSION: 

- THE JURIDICAL SYSTEMS OF APARTHEID, RACISM, AND 
COLONIALISM IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

- THE STATUS OF THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS IN 
INTERNATIONAL LAW. 

- POLICE AND JURIDICAL REPRESSION: MASSACRES,

- SUPPORT FOR THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. 

- PLAN OF ACTION. END QUOTE.

(B) JUNE 17: COMMISSION MEETINGS, 

(C) JUNE 18: COMMISSION MEETINGS; PLENARY 
DISCUSSION OF ACTION AND FUTURE LIAISON. 
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(D) JUNE 19: PLENARY SESSION, ADOPTION OF 

COMMISSION REPORTS, DECLARATION, APPEAL, AND OTHER DOCUMENTS. 
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5. DEMOCRATIC DISTANCING: THE PORTUGUESE DEMOCRATIC PARTIES 
(SOCIALISTS - PS; SOCIAL DEMOCRATS - PSD; AND CENTER 
DEMOCRATS - CDS), THE GOVERNMENT, AND THE PRESIDENT 

HAVE PUT DISTANCE BETWEEN THEMSELVES AND THE CONFERENCE. 

DESPITE PARTICIPATION AT CONFERENCE BY SOME PS AND PSD MEMBERS, PARTY 
LEADERS BECAME AWARE OF THE CONFERENCE'S PROXIMITY TO SOVIET 
LINE AS CONFERENCE DATE APPROACHED AND QUIETLY TOLD MEMBERS TO 
STAY AWAY. PS INTERNATIONAL SECRETARY RUI MATEUS PASSED THE WORD 
TO HIS SOCIALIST INTERNATIONAL COLLEAGUES ASKING THEM NOT 
TO ATTEND. MATEUS SAID THIS WAS A CENTRAL FACTOR IN 
OLOF PALME'S DECISION TO STAY AWAY. IN JUNE 16 
CONVERSATION WITH EMBOFF, FOREIGN MINISTRY (MENESES DE 
RIBEIRO, AFRICA ASIA DIVISION) STRESSED FONMIN TOTAL NON- 
INVOLVMENT WITH CONFERENCE. 

6. ASSEMBLY MOTION: THE ASSEMBLY OF THE REPUBLIC 
PASSED A MOTION ON JUNE 15 PROTESTING "ALL FORMS OF 
APARTHEID. RACISM, COLONIALISM, AND IMPERIALISM THAT 
EXIST IN THE WORLD, IN PARTICULAR IN SOUTHERN AFRICA." 

VOTE WAS ONE ABSTENTION SHORT OF UNANIMITY. 

THE MOTION REPLACED ONE PROPOSED PREVIOUS DAY BY 
PCP, WHICH DECLARED SUPPORT FOR ANTI-APARTHEID 
CONFERENCE. PSD AND CDS DEPUTIES LET IT BE KNOWN THAT 
THEIR VOTE FOR APPROVED MOTION WAS OBTAINED 
BY CUTTING ALL FAVORABLE MENTION OF CONFERENCE AND BY 
THE INCLUSION OF LANGUAGE WHICH LENDS ITSELF TO 
CONDEMNATION OF SOVIET AND CUBAN INTERVENTION IN 
AFRICA. 
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
